On  a morning  in  September,  1918,  Mr.  Charles  Smith,  principal  of  Amherst 
High  School,  must  have  smiled  when  he  viewed  the  ninety-seven  timid  and  ex- 
pectant faces  of  the  freshman  class.  Unsophisticated  as  we  were,  we  had  treasured 
up  qualities  which  were  bound  to  show  themselves  before  long. 

The  first  class  meeting  was  an  important  event  in  our  young  lives,  and  with 
due  form  we  elected  officers  and  decided  upon  green  and  gold  as  class  colors.  Al- 
though we  now  have  school  pins,  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  many  proud  wearers 
of  the  pin  chosen  our  freshman  year.

With  Mr.  Cook,  the  new  principal,  we  started  the  second  year.  The  result 
of  our  hard  work  was  shown  by  the  large  number  of  Pro  Merito  awards  we  had. 
Mill  er  proved  a good  man  on  the  football  field  and  has  maintained  this  reputation 
throughout  the  high  school  course.

At  this  time  Mr.  Cook  was  needed  as  superintendent,  and  Mr.  Brown  took 
on  the  responsibility  of  guiding  our  education. 

The  greatest  event  was  the  Junior  Play.  “A  Rose  O’  Plymouth  Town”  was 
well  presented  at  Stockbridge  Hall,  and  was  greatly  enjoyed.  The  financial  success 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  give  the  seniors  a rousing  reception  and  dance,  attended 
by  two  hundred.

\\  here  to  begin  to  tell  about  our  achievements  this  year  is  a problem,  for  we 
were  active  in  everything.  We  all  belonged  to  the  Athletic  Association,  and  there 
seems  to  be  nothing  that  we  were  not  willing  to  undertake.  Our  number  of  boys 
had  diminished  to  seven,  but  with  Tulenko  and  Miller  on  the  football  field,  Kenney 
on  the  baseball  field.  Bias,  Miller,  and  Witt  on  track,  we  consider  that  the  class 
of  ’22  was  one  to  be  reckoned  with. 

The  spirit  of  ’22  was  shown  in  the  way  we  came  out  for  inter-class  basketball; 
and  as  a proof  of  our  worth,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute  shield  now  hangs 
in  Room  Nine. 
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As  we  realized  our  future  need  of  funds,  we  decided  upon  an  original  method 
of  getting  them,  and  challenged  the  Faculty  to  a basketball  game.  This  caused 
great  excitement  and  a large  attendance,  even  attracting  some  of  the  alumni. 
The  Faculty  won  by  a close  score,  but  the  Seniors  received  the  money. 

The  Senior  Dance  was  also  a financial  success,  besides  being  a gala  night. 

During  this  year  student  government  was  inaugurated,  and  the  school  now  has 
a student  council  consisting  of  the  officers  of  the  four  classes,  editors  of  the  Gold 
Bug  and  Graphic,  respectively.  President  of  the  Girls’  Club,  and  managers  and  cap- 
tains of  the  athletic  teams. 

Three  seniors  have  put  life  into  the  Graphic-,  and  Bessie  Levin  and  Addievilla 
Jewett  have  had  thier  names  inscribed  on  the  Millet  Cup,  as  prize  speakers. 

Members  of  ’22  are  at  the  head  of  Dramatics  Club,  Glee  Club,  and  Girls’ 
Club;  and  we  are  well  represented  in  Shakespeare  Club,  Orchestra,  and  Debating

A few  days  later,  large  and  small  gathered  on  Blake  Field  for  the  first 
practice.  After  working  hard  for  two  weeks  a strong  team  was  chosen.  From  the 
Senior  Class  only  two  were  able  to  make  the  team,  Walter  Miller  and  John  Tulenko. 
Miller  played  left  half-back  and  always  played  a clean  fast  game,  hitting  the  line 
for  big  gains.  Tulenko  played  a powerful  game  at  guard  and  helped  to  form  the 
strong  “stone  wall”.  John  Mitchell,  who  was  mentioned  for  all  valley  tackle  was 
the  most  aggressive  man  of  the  team.  He  was  very  fast  and  how  he  could  tackle! 
Without  doubt  he  is  the  best  tackle  which  has  been  at  the  High  School  for  some 
years  and  much  is  expected  of  him  next  year  as  he  is  only  a Sophomore. 

About  two  weeks  after  the  close  of  football  season,  basketball  practice  began. 
The  team  composed  of  underclassmen,  had  a very  successful  year.  Flebut  was  the 
individual  star  and  high  scorer. 

Although  the  Seniors  were  unable  to  win  honors  in  varsity  basketball,  yet  they 
claimed  the  championship  in  the  interclass  series.  The  three  underclass  teams 
fell  heavily  before  their  attack  and  only  the  Juniors  gave  them  close  competition. 
A new  precedent  was  established  this  year,  when  the  Seniors  challenged  the  Faculty. 
This  was  a very  exciting  and  fast  game,  and  on  account  of  the  superior  team  work 
of  Air.  Williams,  the  Faculty  were  able  to  win.  For  the  Seniors,  Parsons  and  Novick 
were  guards  and  covered  their  positions  with  great  skill.  Tulenko  was  a subsi- 
tute  guard.  Bias  played  a fine  game  at  center.  Fie  also  had  a good  eye  for  the 
basket  and  could  score  at  very  difficult  angles.  Aliller  and  Kenney  played  for- 
wards, with  Witt  as  substitute.  Miller  had  a very  accurate  eye  and  was  a high 
scorer.  By  his  passing  ability  and  with  the  team  work  of  the  others,  a champion- 
ship team  was  formed. 

Baseball  has  always  been  a popular  sport  at  the  High  School.  Practice 
is  being  held  every  afternoon  on  Hitchcock  Field.  Air.  Williams  has  much  material 
to  study,  as  there  are  about  tw'enty-five  practicing.  FTnfortunately  there  are 
only  five  letter  men  back  this  year,  but  many  new  players  with  good  ability  are 
practicing  daily. 

Although  the  Senior  Class  has  no  all  star  athletes,  yet  they  have  always  stood 
for  good,  clean,  sportsmanlike  playing.  They  have  always  set  a good  example  to 
be  retained. 
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FOOTBALL 

Nearly  all  of  the  football  team  was  composed  of  new  men.  They  had  a heavy 
schedule  playing  two  Springfield  teams.  Although  they  played  teams  out  of  their 
class,  yet  they  held  their  oppionents  to  a remarkably  low  score.  At  the  first  game 
with  Munson  the  team  showed  superior  team  work  which  they  retained  through 
the  season.
